but it is equally probable that the
sdvaoce Boer ecouts oconveyed the
intelligence.

“‘Oar mea were totally unprepared.
They bad oot even fixed bayonets,
The disaster was all the more exaspera-
tiog beocause of the consciousness that,
bad the brigade been ocxtended and
with fized bayonets, the tranches might
have been succossfuliy rushed with far
less sacrifice of life.”

SEVEN HUNDRED CASUALTIES.

London, Deo 14 —A revised list of
the total casualties to the British
troops of all arme at Magersfontein
places the number at 832

There were fifteen officers killed
aad four (?) wounded and in addition
five are missing and one is known to
bave been made prisoner.

The war office hee received a
message stating that there were 650
casualties among the non-commission-
ed officers and men of the Highland
brigade at Magersfontein

The brigade lost 10 officers killed,
38 wounded and 4 missing.

GEN FRENCH HAS SKIRMISH

London, Dec 14 —The war office
hae received the following dispatoh
from Gen Forestier-Walker at Cape
Town:

BULLER LOSES 11 FIELD
PIECES, MANY MULES
AND MORE MEN.

London, Deo 16, 1247 a. m —The
war office bas receiven a dispatoh
spoouociog that Gen Buller has met
with a serious reverse, losing ten gune.

Geo Baller was attampting to oross
the Tugela river. Findiog it impos-
sible to cffoet his objent, he ordered a
reticement io order to avoid greater
losses. He left 11 guos behingd.

The following is the text of Gen
Baller's dispateh anoounciog his re-
verse :

“'Buller to Lanadowne : Chievely
Camp, Dee 15, 6 20 p. m.—I regret to
report » serious reverse. [ moved in
full strength from oar camp nmear
Chievely at 4 o'olook this morning.
There are two fordable places in the
Tuagela river, and it was my inteotion
to foree a passage through at one of

Gen Hart was to
astack the left drift, Gen Hildyard the
right road aud Gen Lyttleton was to
take the ceotre and to support either.
Korly in the day I saw that Gea Hart
would not be able to force a passage,
sod [ direoted bim to withdraw He
bad, however, attacked with great
gsllaotry sod bie leading battalion, the
Cooosught Rangers, I fear, suffored s
great desl. Col [. G. Brooke was
seriously wounded

CAPT G. W. SHELL
DIES SUDDENLY.

Had Represented His District
in Congress Four Years.

Laurens, Dec 15 -—Capt George
Washington Shell died suddenly at 2
o’clock this afternoon at his home
three miles from this city He wae
here a while yesterday on his way
home from (Greenville, where he had
been on business pertaining to his
office, district census supervisor, and
while there had an attack of some-
thing like cramps, but soon recover
ed sufficiently to travel and immedi
ately came home A second attack
today, which probably affected the
heart, proved too much for his then
weakened condition to witstand and
he expired almost suddenly.

Capt Shell retired from public life
in 1896 and has since devoted his
time to farming on a modern and
extensive scale. His appointment as
district census supervisor was “on-
firmed only a few days ago anc ‘e
was in the discharge of his ne °
office when the summons came.

Capt Shell wae 70 years old, a ran
of pleasing address and marked
ability.

The foneral will be held tomorrow
sfternoon at 3 o’clock from Chestnut
Ridge Baptist church, of which he
was a lifelong member

SKETCH OF HIS LIFE

George Washington Shell, the an
thor of the famous shell manifesto
that marked the inauguration of the
Tillman revolution, wes born in
Laurens county Nov 13, 1881 He
obtained his early education in the
common schoole and the Laurens
academy, attending the latter ope
year. At 16 years of age he came
to Columbia, and for two years wae a
clerk to Andrew COrawford He re
turped to Laurens aod farmed for a
year, losiog bis wife at the end of
that year—1855 The pext two
years he engaged in mercantile busi-
ness in thc town of Laurens Then
he became superintendent of the
Lsurens railroad and held it for a
year and a half, resigning and going
to New York He took a poeition
a8 a collector and remained for about
#ix months, retarning to his home
just prior to the breaking out of the
war

Ile was among the firet to enter
the Confederate army, enlisting as a
private in Co A of the Third South
Jarolina.  I'he first year of hig“ser-
vice he was private secretary to Gen
Bonbam. who commanded the bri-
gade. Then he became second lieu
tensnt of his company. The day
after his promotion he was made
quartermaster of his regiment, then
commanded by Col Nance lHe was
in thie position for a year and fanen
became division quartermaster. serv
ing about the same length of time
Then he was assigned to duty with
the chief quartermaster of the Army
of Northern Virginia, at Gen R E
Lee’s headquarters, serving there
from September, 1864, until the sur-
render He was entitled to the rank
of major, but never received that
rauk.

After the war Capt Shell returned
to Laurens and went on the farm
which has slways been his home. In
1882 bhe wae elected clerk of
the court of hig county, hold.
ing the office for eight years
Then came along the political
revolution of 1890 in South Carolina
Capt Shell was B R. Tillmun’s
chief lieutenant io the fight, and he 1t
was who penned the famous ‘‘Shell
Manifesto” of 1890, a document that
will ever remain prominent in the po-
liticai history of the State Prior to
issuing this document Capt, Shell
had been a member of the State
Democratic executive committee—
1886 87. In 1888 he was chosen
president of the farmers’ Association
of South Carolina, and a later fired
the opening gun of the Tiliman cam-
paign in the shape of the wauifesto
The political revolution landed Capt
shell in congrees from the Fourth dis-
trict in 1890, and when his term
ended he was given another, after
which he retired to private life.

Brumby’s Ancestors
Were Carolinians,

Descended From the Hayns-
worths of Sumter County.

To the Editor of The State :

Lieutenant Thomas M. Brumby is
Georgia’e ranking hero of the Span-
ish American war, and iast October
he was paid a high, but deserved
compliment in the city of Atlanta by
being presented with u handsome
sword of honor by Georgia’s govern-
or on bebalf of that commonwealth.
The day was marked by other fea-
tures of an interesting and striking
character, an account of which ap
peared in the press dispatches at the
time It was a pfoud occasion for
the progressive city of Atlanta.

In The State of September 24,
There appeared a chatty, bright
little article about the lientenent and
his parents. As a suppliment to that
article I will give a sketch of Lieun
tenent Brumby’s ancestry and will
begin by eaying that he is descended
from the old and weil know Heayns

rorth family of South Carolina

Richard Haynsworth (or Haine
we. h, as the name appears to have
been originally spelled) was the
founder of thie family in our State.
We find his name mentioned in the
old records, where we learned that
he was paid by the colonial govern.
for *‘entertainments of Indians ”’

One of Richard Haynsworth’s
daughters—Margaret by name—was
married twice--first to Mason Green-
ing, afterwards to Peter Mellett,
Mr Greening came from Virgioia,
and we are informed that he was ‘*‘a
gentleman of influence-’’

By her first husband, Mrs Greenin
was the mother of two children, a
son and daoghter. This daughter,
Susannah Greening born in December
1774, just at the time the storm
of the revolution was prepsring to
break forth, was married to Thomas
Brumby in 1791 He was an Eng-
lishman, who left that country at an
early age for America

Richard T Brumby wae a son of
Thomas and Susannah Brumby
For many years he was convected
with the University of Alabama, and
was afterwards connected with the
South Carolina College. That emi
nest English geologist, Sir Charles
Lyell, entertained a high opinion of
Prof Brumby’s scientific attainments
In his “Travels in the United States,
Second Visit.” he gives a very read
ablo account of an examination of
the Alabama coal fields, which he
made in company with Prof Brumby
in February, 1846 In this examina
tion, a considerabie scope of country
wase passed through, and Sir Charles
formed a poor opinion of the
Alabama roads, as the following
extracts from his writings will show :
“We traveled in a carriage with two
horses, and couid advance but a' fow
miles a day, so execrable and often
dangerous was the state of the
roads ”

An appreciable notice of Professor
Brumby wiii e found in Mr Wiliis
Clark’s “Iistory of Education in
Alabama” and a full shetch in Dr M
LaBorde’s ‘ History of the South
Carolina College.” | would zdvise
any one who has a copy of this latter
work to carefully peruse this excel
lent eketch.  From it [ gather the fol-
lowing facts about the gifted man :

Prof R T Brumby was born in
Sumter district 10 1804 He was an
eurnest student when a young man,
and graduated at the South Carolina
College in 1824, with first honor. He
became a lawyer and fically settled
in Tuscalooss, Ala, where he edited
8 newepaper. The very month in
which he attained the age of 30
years, ‘‘he was'’ (to use the language
of LaBorde) ‘'‘most unexpectedly
elected to the chair of chemistry,
minerslogy and geology, in the
University of Alabama ' This was
in August, 1834 He continued with
this university until January, 1849,
when he removed to Columbia,
where he was professor in the South
Carolina College  His health finally
broke down, and he was unable to
discharge his duties, but the trustees
were nowilling to give him up, 8o he
remained with the college a year
longer, but as he did not regain his
health, his resignation was accepted
in December, 1856 To show Prof
Brumby’s attainments we cannot do
better than to quote the fo

and reflected the highest honor upon
him.””  Speaking of his connection
with the South Carolina College,
LaBorde says : *“He was always to
be found in the laboratory. There
he toiled with laborious, persevering
industry, amid cbemicals, shells and
fossils ’

Col A. V. Brumby, brother of the
precedicg, wae the father of Lieq.
tenant Brumby Ae o preity fall
notice of him bas already appeared
in your columns, 1 will only make s
passing allusion to him here,
Throogh the influence of Jobn C.
Caltoun, Arnoldos V. Brumby was
placed at West Point, where he
graduated, and like his distinguished
brother, he became an educator. He
was connected with the University
of Alabama, and afterwarde founded
the Georgia Military Institate.

Such is a sketch of the ancestry of
Thomas M. Brumby, the brave flag
lieutenant of Admiral George Dew-
ey.
